In view of impending nego- 
tlations with Alberta and Manitoba, 
the Dominion government hag intimat- 
ed that it would not be possible at 
present ‘to consider further the repre- 
sentations made by the Saskatchewan 
government, and that it would be nec- 
essary to hold a further conference at 
a later date. 


An official statement made ast 
night by Premier J. G. Gaydiner off 
Saskatchewan, states: 


“The Federal government offered to 
turn over to Saskatchewan its unalien- 
ated lands and natural resources im- 
mediately, including ils school lands, 
together with the school lands funds, 
and agreed to pay the subsidy of 
$750,000 annually in perpetuity, which 
is now earned by Saskatchewan as a 
result of the arrangement set up un- 
der the Saskatchewan Act of 1905. 

“The Saskatchewan Government re- 
quested that the Federal Government 
turn over to Saskatchewan its un- 
alienated lands and ‘natural resources 
immediately, including the school 
lands ‘together with the school lands

Hogs to the value of $20,000 1000; or 
40 per cent of the dominiorta total 
marketings in the year just .closed, 
were contributed by the swine in- 
Ccustry of western Canada. That was 
the statement of C. M. Learmonth, 
secretary of the Western Canada Live- 
stock union, in reviewing the swine 
Industry ‘before the convention of 
that body at Edmonton last week. 

Of the total hogs sold 70 per cent 
nad been within desired welght of 170 
to 240 pounds, the swine breeder pro- 
ducing for the packer aw product more 
even in quality and weight range than 
any other class of breeders, and cap- 
«ble of being processed and merchan- 
dised to the ‘best advantage. 


Canadian bacon was now fully re- 
cognized as equal to the best on the | 


British market, but to develop that | 


market it was very necessary to pro- 
vide a steadier and increasing supply 
while constantly maintaining the: 
quality. 
Learmonth said: 


“Of three markets available to us 
—our domestic market, the United! 
States market ,and the overseas mar- 
ket—the only one we can hope to 
benefit from with any certainty is the 
export bacon and ham market which 
carries with it a further development 
of the domestic market.

WOMAN ATTACKED NURSE 
Edmonton, Feb, 21.—Vigorous denial 
that Mrs. Carrie Swartzenberger, of 
Gadsby, Alberta, had suffered the frac- 
ture of her right hand and the dis- 
location of her left elbow at the hands 
of attendants of the Ponoka imeutal 
asylum while confined there as an in- 
mate, was made by Dr. E. G. Cooke, 
superintendent of the mental hospital, 
in his report of the occurrence which 
was tabled in the legislature Thursday 
afternoon by Hon. Geo.

BITTER COLD AGAIN 
GRIPS EUROPE; FOOD, 
FUEL GROWS SCARCE 


London, Feb, 23.—Frigid weather 
settled over central and southeastern 
Europe today with as firm a grasp as 
if there had never ‘been the temporary 
respite earlier in the week.

SHOWED BIG GROWTH 
London, Wo), 23.--Dritlsh business 
is fooling a ttle bettor today, thank 
you. Warly this week the Prince of 
Wiles, by his straight calle to business 
men in tho shortcoming of British 
salesmanship, plunged England. Into 
ono of the most enjoyable fits of self: 
condemnation we have experienced 
for a long time. You Imnow, of course, 
that your true Englishman 1s never 


ruled that|]so happy as when he is telling his 


compatriots and competitors what a 
“silly ass” ho fs. Bul when the orgy of 
solf-criticism is over, John Bull figure 
atively decides against jumping into 
the Thames and “ending it all,” and 
decides instead to adjourh for a “pint 
of arf and arf” to think it over. 

Just in the nick of time during 
this week of remorse along comes 
Sir Philip Cunliffe Lister, the young 
Welshman who presides over the 
board of trade, and declares that 
“ol is not yet over” for British 
oversea trade, for the last year shows 
a net balance on the credit side of 
150,000,00 pounds sterling. Sir William 
Currie, president of the chamber of 
shipping, follows with the statement 
that British shipping {s holding its 
own acspite the difficulties arising 
from state ownership, tariifs, flag dis- 
crimination and double, taxation. 

These obstacles are being met by 
pushing ahéad with research which 
has led, for one thing, to successful 
development ahead of any nation in 
the world of the electric propulsion 


method for great ships, combined} 
with the further development of 
diesel and turbine engines. Success 


at last seems to be in sight for ex- 
periments with pulverized coal fuel. | 
All these things, as well as the opti- 
mistic reports of the slow but sure 
revival of the coal, iron and steel 
export trade, have brought new faith 
in England’s huge trade possibilities. 

Another demonstration of England's 
determination to hold her place in the 
commercial world is to be found in the 
way she is planning for the future inj; 
the new world of radio and telephones. 
Vast plans are under way to hook up 
London with all the world by tele- 
phone, both by land-wire and wireless. 
A huge new structure is to be built 
in Queen Victoria Street to house a 
“world telephone and radio exchange.” 
Already London talks by telephone to 
most countries in Europe. 


SEARCH FOR POTABLE WATER 
IN PEACE RIVER TERRITORY 


A test well for good water, to be 
drilled somewhere between McLennan 
‘and the Smoky River on.the E., D. 
and B. C. railway, under the direct 
supervision cf the scientific research 
council of Alberta, is likely to be the 
outcome, this fall, of a determined 
search for “potabie’ water, to Be 
made in various parts of the Peace 
River country. 

There is no lack of water in the 
Peace River country, but, as most 
people are aware, there are points 
such as McLennan, Falher and Spirit 
River south cf the Peace, and Ber- 
wyn, Fairview and other places north 
of the Peace, where “notable” water— 
that is, good sweet drinking water— 
is extremely difficult to obtain. 


\Premier Brownlee, in a_ recent 
speech in the legislature, touched 
upon this difficulty, and mentioned 


especially Falher, where, at the splen- 
did new mission school building, the 
only drinking water is from surface 
precipitation—rain, snow and ice.
